MORE VENEZUELAN TV REPORTAGE FROM U.S. AS WELLAS ENCOURAGE 
MORE USE OF IMV-USIS POLICY ORIENTED MATERIALS. 

GIVEN IMPORTANCE OF VENEZUELA TO US IN ENGERY, ECONOMIC 
AND POLITICAL AREAS, POST FEELS PROJECT IS HIGHLY 
IMPORTANT AND ALSO SUPPORTIVE OF IMV'S GOAL TO ENCOURAGE 
CO-PRODUCTION. CHANNEL 8 HAS AGREED TO PRODUCE THREE 
HALF-HOUR PUBLIC AFFAIRS PROGRAMS FROMTHE MATERIAL IT FILMS 
AND VIDEOTAPES IN THE CAPITAL. 

WE HOPE TO ACCOMPLISH THE FOLLOWING: 

1. EXPLAIN ENERGY POLICY AND ITS RELATIONSHIP AS IT 
EFFECTS U.S. -VENEZUELAN RELATIONS. VENEZUELA SHIPS 
HALF OF ITS DAILY OUTPUT- APPROXIMATELY 1,500,000 
BARRELS-TO THE U.S. VENEZUELA CONTINUED TO SHIP US 
OIL DURING THE ARAB EMBARGO, A FACT NOTED PUBLICLY BY 
FORMER TREASURY SECRETARY SCHULTZ DURING HIS VISIT HERE. 

THIS IS WHY WE ASKED FOR INTERVIEWS WITH SAWHILL AND 
THE PETROLEUM INSITUTE. 

2. DEMOSTRATE THE IMPORTANCE OF WORKING TOGETHER TO SAVE 
THE ENVIRONMENT. WE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO GET SOME 
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TO THE SCARCITY OF RAW MATERIALS. AN INTERVIEW WAS 
REQUESTED WITH AN OFFICIAL OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
PROTECTION AGENCY. THIS PART OF THE PROGRAM DOVETAILS WITH 
THE LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE BEING HELD NOW IN CARACAS. 

3. AN EXPLANATION OF U.S. FOREIGN POLICY AS IT AFFECTS 
LATIN AMERICA, EXPECIALLY VENEZUELA. WE ASKED FOR 
INTERVIEWS WITH AMBASSADORS KUBISCH AND BUNKER. 

4. THE ADVANTAGES OF ECONOMIC COOPERATION BETWEEN 
VENEZUELA AND THE U.S. THE U.S. HAS THREE BILLION

6. TO EXPLAIN THE WORKINGS OF THE U.S. CONGRESS AND 
THE DEMOCRATIC PROCESS IN THE UNITED STATES BY INTER 
VIEWING A SPANISH-SPEAKING CONGRESSMAN AND SENATOR.
